‘Wirth also hoped that thee day wax no longer distant when all

THE UNEMPLOYMENT PROBLEM. 
Premer’s Reply to Labour. 


.London, October 10. 

Mr. Lloyd George has sent a letter to -Mr. Bowerman and Mr. 
Henderson informing them that he can receive the Labour de- 
putation on unemployment to- morning evening. He denies that he 
is responsible forany delays in meeting the Labour members, as 
suggested in their letter, cabled on the 7th inst. He deaply regrets 
Labodr’s repudiation of co-operation, saying that financiers and em- 
oloyers are only too anxious to co-operate with ~epresentatives of 
Labour, but the latter’sc uncil preferred to submit its own ideas 
without hearing the other viewpoints. That was not a helpfal 
attitude in a crii,‘s insoluble without the effective co-operation of all 
classes, but if the Labour members adhere to their view the Cabinet 
will meet them to-morrmw. "

Sections of the trading community are objecting to the Safe. 
guarding Industries Act mentioned in the cable of the Ist inst. in so 
far as the appended schedule includes many cammddities not made 
in Britain, and appsrently not related to key industries. The British 
Chemica! Trade Associatinn resolution of protest cantands that the 
effect of such inclusion converts the Act into # tariff one. and sug- 
gests the sppointment of a mixed Government and non-official com- 
mittee to revias the schedule. The Fancy Goods Section of the 
London Chamber of Commerce also demands revision, and says the 
Actis embarrassiog trade. Mr. Kiley, M-P., said that articles beyond 
those in the published list are subjected to 33)4 par cent. daty.

Is the Treaty of Versailles Doomed! 


London, October 10. 
The conclusion of the Loucheur-Rathenan agreement has 
evoked singularly little comment in England, though, according +o 
well inforroed Paris correspondents, it practically means tbat the 
Versailles Treaty is doomed, for if Germany defaults under the 
recent Allied London agreement, France will not suffer. She will 
exclosively abtain payment by accepting German goods. 


The efforts of Germany to raise money to pay the Allies in cash 


resulted disastrously, lowerigg the value both of the mark and the 
franc. Thus payment io kind was arranged under a dew agreement 
as the only ‘effective way of meeting reparations.. The only con-

COLLISION IN THE CLYDE. ~ -—. 
: London, Oct. 10, 
The frst collision with the West Coinak was not serious and it was 
expected that the Rowan would veach~port bat ten minutes later 
the Clan Malcolm, hurrying to the resene at full speed, strack her 
amidships, tearing a gash in the side, The Rewan crompled and 
sank like a stone. A wild scramble ensued, An attempt to lower | 
the lifeboats was unsuccessful. Mostly they were swamped. One 
of the ship’s ctlicers actually jumped on to the Clan Malcolm when 
she collided. Passengers and craw were ftang into the water and 
struggled for lifebelts and rafts. The task of reacd? was impeded 
by the fog and darkness. The destroyer Wrestler helped to rescue 
the survivors, many of whom were exhausted from immersion. Two 
are dying. The captain stuck to the bridge and weat down with his 
ship. . 


THE SHANTUNG PROBLEM. .

“Premier's Speech in 
Parliament. 


Mr. Lloyd George, making bis 
Promised statement on the de 
cisions of the recent Imperial 
Conferenca in the House of Com- 
mons, bagan by remarking on the 
consolidating effect of thesa con- 
ferences on the Empire. and said 
that when we declared war in 
1914 there was not a single 
Dominion we could hava levied 
apy contribution upon either in 
menormoney. They were not 
involved in the dispute except as 
members of the British Empire. 

Bot they uever hesitated for 
one hour, Without a single ex- 
ceptian they rallied tothe flag. 
(Cheers.) . ‘They sent a million 
trained men to our aid, and there 
were no finer troops on the battle- 
fields of Europe or Asia. (Cheers.) 
EMPIRE A PACT--NOT A FICTION. 

India sent. a million snd a 
quarter. All were sent volan- 
tarily. We could not have com- 
pelled a single Canadiar, New 
Zealander, Austrahan, or * South 
African to come to our aid. They 
came of theirown free will, and 
with alacrity, and the fact that 
they came.made the difference ia 
the event. 

They made great history. The 
whole course of human events 
has been altered because the 
British Empire has been proved 
to ben factand not—2ss a good 
many people who knew nothing 
about it imagined—a fiction. 

That altered the constitotional 
character of the Empire. 

The recent meeting was a con- 
tinvation of what bappened ia 
Paria and at the War Cabinet. 
They came to discuse our foreign 
policy. In 1914 they came in to 
sapport us in a policy they bad 
no voice in determiniog. They 
aaturally gay io . 

“We came in with nearly 
2,500,000 picked men, and sncur- 
red enormoue debia in suppor: of 
your policy. We feel now that 
we may be committed in future 
by the-Crown which bolds us 
together—it is ours as well as 
yoors—(cheers}—on a  fpiven 
policy. Before we send cur sons 
to fight for that policy we ought 
to have a. voice in fashioning it.” 

We says" That is right, and 
we are glad to have your advice 
and counsel.” 

We bad a full and frank dis- 
cussion on the foreign policy of 
the British Empire. I: was 
passed in review, and the Foreign 
Secretary made an exceeding 
illuminating statement on the 
world position. , We came ta a 
commmoan understanding. We 
discussed questions like Silesia, 
Asis Minor, reparations, dis- 
armament of Germuns— 

AnHon. Member—And Ireland! 

Mr. Lioyd George:—Ko. We 
should not bave objectea to dis- 
cuasing Ireland. Toes have their 
difficulties with regara to Irelanc 
just as much as we have. But 
they were not particulary anxious 
to discuss Ireland. Itis not the 
sort of question that you go iate 
of saur own free wili—(laughter) 
—and there was no burning 
desire shown in that direction. 

We discussed the whole foreign 
policy of the Erogire, and it was 
an additional source of strength. 
going into the Allied Conference 
last week, to know that the 
Foreign Secretary and myself 
represented no: merely the views 

of the United Kingdom. bus the 
views of the whole Empire. 
(Cheers.) 

It was not merely a-source of 
strength to ourslves. but it made 
an impression on all wno were 
there, that we represented this 
great powerful Empire that had 
contributed so substantially to 
victory. . 

MISTAKE TO LAY DOWN RULES 

Some time during the war it 
had been decided that we should 
have a discussion on tha con- 
stitutional aspect of the Empire, 
and I was bound to put that down.| 


Bot the general feeling was that} 


it would be. a mistake to lay 
down any cules or to embark on 
definitions of what the British 
Empire meant. To Jo so would 
be to weaken its unity. 

The thing that makes the 
British Empire united and potent 
is indefinable. You are defining 
life itself when you are defining 
the unity. of the Empire. Yoo 
cannot do it. Therefore we came 
to the conclusion that the fact 
was the thing that mattered.”

STRAITS FINANCE. 


Colony’s Difficult Position. 

The usual time for issuing the 
Estimates of ths Colony is now 
close at hand, and probably no 
One envies tbe task that lies 
before the Governor and his 
advisers in deciding how to meet 
the present extremely difficult 
sitaation in the Colony, probably 
the worst in its history, although 
the slumps of 1876 and 1904 still 
live in the memory of old inhabit- 
ants, states the Singcpore Free 
fress. The ‘first-named came 
about by the rapid development 
of the Colony after the separation 
from India and expensive little 
operations on the Peninsula, part 
of the cost of which was thrown 
on us by the Colonial Office. The 
depression in 1904 was caused in 
part by a world-wide depression 
of trade, and partly by tha failure 
ot the opium and spirit revences 
at that time farmed out to a 
syndicate of Chinese, who failed 
to, meet their obligations. 
Speculation on the coming bud- 
get has not been common, for 
those who ara best able to 
appreciate the difficulties that 
face the Governor, have been far 
too interested in their efforts to 
meet -the crisis in their own 
affairs. But, of course, everyone 
must know that for the Iast 
twelve months there has been & 
lamentable failure of the rerenuc 
to meet the estimates. The 
statement wisely issued by the 
Government some litde time sgt 
of the revised estimate for tha 
vurrept year bad this great 
merit, tha; it restored confidence 
that things are. not so bad as 
some Cassandras made. out. In 
spy case like this knowledge is 
better than ignorance, and we 
think ‘that the people of this 
Coiony will extend — their 
sympathy to the Government in 
the difficult task of framing o 
budget for 1922. We venture to 
express a hope that it will not be 
mote pessimistic than the cir 
cumstances need. There is a 
natural tendency to think that 
that pendulam will swing further 


‘than what it is likely to, and 


there is this to be said, thats 
certain measure of confidence in 
the situation is in itself a factor 
in improving it: and, while ex- 
treme optimism is foolish, so is 
extreme pessimism. It is -.of

Chowtsang, and Ankia. In the 
western part of the provicce, 
Liatsing, Tungping, Taian, Men- 
gyin, and Yichow ae the wool 
producing districts. No reliable 
statistics on the provincial ourput 
are available, but, calculating on 
tbe number of sheep rais#d io the 
province, exports of the last few 
years, and the local-consamption, . 
the following figures are spprox- 
imately indicative of the pre- 
sent trade: Average annual 
production, 1,000,000 catties; local 
consumption, 200,000 catties ; ex- 
ports (Tientsin), 450,000 catties 
(Tsingtao). 359,000 catties. The 
number of sheep in Shantung is 
stated to be in the neighbourhood 
ot 300,000, each of which, is sup- 
posed to yield two castiss of wool 
in two shearings every year.
